Real Talk With the Deputy 


Chairman 


I grew up in a working-class household and town. My father a member of the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers and my mother worked for the 
American Tobacco Company and was a member of the Confectionery Workers 
Union. I was imbued with working-class values and made acquaintance with 
working-class grievances from a very early age. Between my two parents working 
I had a relatively comfortable childhood. We went on family vacations every year 
and I seemed to want for nothing. In the early 90’s, what my parents were able to 
make a combined income that was enough for a family of three to live a very 
comfortable life in a small southern town like Eden, North Carolina. But one day 
when I was about 10 years old American Tobacco was bought by Brown and 





Williamson. The American Tobacco workers were informed that they could keep 
their jobs if they moved to Macon, Georgia. My parents looked for houses in 
Macon for about a week but ultimately decided against it as my father had a decent 
job as well and giving up that to move would put us in the same boat if my mother 
moved us to keep her job. Also, all of my family was there and my mother did not 
want me removed from family at such a young age. This was likely the decisive 
factor in their decision to stay. To add insult to injury my mother was not allowed 
to keep any of her 40 IK. Whatever she had built up at American Tobacco was 
simply taken from her. Neither of my parents had a college degree. When they 
were growing up it was expected for them to finish high school, get jobs, and get 
married. They had fulfilled their societal duties that were standard of the time and 
geographic location yet now after they were well into their working years my 
mother was out of a good job through no fault of her own and now nearly 
unemployable in the modem economy. It was at this point in my life I received my 
first practical lesson in what it meant to struggle in America as a working-class 
family and we never recovered. 

Today I am nearly 32 years of age, I have completed an undergraduate in Business 
Administration, I was able to finally get out of the now completely desolate town 
of Eden, and for college graduates, it is no easier. I have come to find that every 
company I have worked for and my friends have worked for seem to scheme on 
how to undercut the workers the same way they scheme on how to rip off 
consumers. I have a friend who is a tmck driver. This is one of the better-paying 
jobs for folks who have completed high school but have not yet completed a 
degree. He recently told me how the company was manipulating his pay scale in 
such a way that it was impossible for him to make the money he once did. For his 
company, it is standard practice to hire a lot of drivers on at once with a guaranteed 
amount of pay, and if they work hard and exceed the guaranteed pay then they 
make more. This goes on for 6 months until which time the guarantee ends. Then 
the high times are over as the incentive to work harder disappears. Generally, by 
the time 6 months have passed a worker is well aware of the truth of his 
organization. Since this is the case and guarantee disappears, worse paying loads 
that take more time are given to those out of guarantee, no doubt a tactic by the 



company to frustrate those who have been there past 6 months in order to actually 
cull them out completely; a new wave of workers is hired and the cycle begins 
anew. This can only occur in an area where people are desperate for work and in 
great numbers. But in these areas, examples of this are not isolated but endemic 
and widespread. It is, in fact, standard operating procedure. 

Is this simply the plight of the working man? At one time I would have erred on 
the side of this being the case not dreaming that in the business world, white-collar 
workers would be nearly as indispensable in the modern economy. Yet, once you 
are in the business world it is not uncommon to see the same thing happening but it 
has simply taken a different form. A start -up, for instance, will usually appear to 
treat its workers very well. There may not be any physical toil and the pay may be 
competitive indeed not just in word only. But even here, as the company grows 
features of pay are manipulated and tweaked. Why? It is always to reduce overhead 
thus helping to save money which in theory at least is more money to be reinvested 
in the company thus ostensibly helping the company. But in order to reduce 
overhead, thus helping the “company”, it reduced the pay of the worker, which 
obviously does not help him. While all of this is happening, there is another ball to 
keep your eye on. A start-up is not yet publicly traded, but there is a board of 
directors. In an economy where major players are firmly established with 
incredible sums of money, these established companies would sooner buy out a 
startup than allow it to flourish into a real competitor. When this happens, at least 
two things will result. One, workers from the purchasing company will be given 
preference, and if you are a top performer in the company being purchased, then 
you may get to keep your job. Two, the board of directors and the CEO, CFO, and 
all the rest of the brass will take their massive payout and retire to the Bahamas, 
Tahiti, or wherever they so please, and all of the workers who made it happen will 
be left holding the bag. Maybe with a job, maybe without one. This plays out 
everywhere and at all times, though the form may take different shapes, and this is 
a key feature of capitalism. 

The more interesting psychological question here is if the decisions made are 
always to benefit the company, but if the decisions that benefit the company hurt 



the worker, then can we really say that the worker is part of his or her company? If 
the answer is "no", then we have to then admit that there is an inherent 
disjointedness within every company under the capitalist system. And the company 
in so many ways is a microcosm of liberal society itself. That disjointed feature of 
the company was in times past somewhat bridged by labor unions. As this 
institution failed, as every other traditional institution in America has also failed, 
this age-old disconnect between the worker and the owners of private property has 
once again become exacerbated. In part, this is due to the advent of the modern 
economy and the inability of unionism to adapt to it, and in whole, it is due to the 
efforts of the capitalist class to squelch it out of existence. The inertia of the 
progression of capitalism under the vanguard of liberal democracy has pulled all 
power to itself, taking advantage of a weak constitution and slowly killing off 
institutions that stand in its way. My mother, my friend, and all workers who 
experience similar issues daily all across this nation can only hope for a better 
future from corporatism under the auspices of the fascist state. Only by placing the 
State above the financial interests and encoding it in law can we hope to heal that 
chasm between workers and owners. It is the only way of grafting the worker into 
that community so central to his life which is his company and effectively finally 
making him part of the company as a theoretical entity. Under corporatism, my 
mother would have been able to have a say in what was good for her and the other 
workers. My friend would be extended the same consideration so that it could no 
longer be possible for decisions to be made that betters the “company” that does 
not also take the variable of the worker into consideration in that equation. 

Fascism, by God, has become more relevant today than at any time since the 
interwar years and as liberal democracy marches on it will inevitably become ever 
more so.

WWI often doesn’t get the credit it deserves. Taking a back seat to its better 
known successor WWII; the Great War, as it was called at the time is usually 
thought of like an endless series of trench battles in Northeast France along with 
the event which brought about the rise of the Bolsheviks in Russia. To the extent 
that people are aware of the Ottoman Empire’s participation in the First World War 
that knowledge generally doesn’t extend beyond the battle of Gallipoli. However, 
The Ottoman Endgame in 500 pages goes into in thorough detail all of the fronts 
the Ottomans fought on, from Egypt and Mesopotamia to the Caucuses. 

As the book goes on, the impression that begins to form is how costly the mistakes 
made by the Empire relative to its inability to integrate its minorities were. While 
Ottoman armies were defeating the British and holding their own against the 
Russians they had to contend with uprisings in their rear by Arabs and Armenians; 
populations which the Empire could have used as added manpower were instead 


fighting with the Entente. The overall picture that forms is not of an Empire which 
was on its last legs, but of one that had much more potential, and died a death 
which could have been prevented, a death not brought about through foreign 
domination but through neglect and ignorance and ultimately but its own hand.

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Q. So what do you make of the very clear rampant anti white hysteria in the 
mainstream media? 


A. The problem is capitalism. Media organizations, to stay relevant, have to attract 
as many viewers as possible relative to the competition. If they fail, they lose 
advertising dollars and go out of business. Hence, we have the progressively 
sensationalized nature of the news as the internet has created a proliferation of 
news outlets, beyond the ability of the market to support. Race, given its history in 
this country, is a topic ripe for this environment. News outlets find an attentive 
audience anytime the subject of race is brought up, giving even insignificant 
groups airtime and portraying non-racial events/confrontations as motivated by 
racism because the people involved are of different races. This has caused the 
problem you're describing. When so much influence is put on race as being the 
motive behind social events, this causes people to begin to use race to frame all 
other issues, hence the hysteria surrounding so-called whiteprivilege. Address the 
structure of the media and you go a long way towards addressing the racial 
problems in this country. 




Things to Think About

The Great Adventure

At one time or another, we have all wondered what are we here for or what life is 
all about. The answer to this question must be a spiritual one. This does not 
explicitly imply that the answer for everyone must at all times be to serve God. 
While this certainly is my own point of view there are others who want something 
that in their mind is a bit more tangible. No one could blame a person for wanting a 
real, present, and concrete reason to exist. The fact that we must ask ourselves this 
question should in and of itself be a cause for consternation. It means that a basic 
facet of our human existence is missing or perhaps rather has been taken from us. 


The answer to the question must be spiritual, at the very least by default because of 
what the answer is not: material. Materially, we are more well off than ever before. 
Debt and all other pitfalls that explain why this is the case aside, as far as the sheer 
amount of stuff goes, human beings have never had so much. The wealthiest 
among us wonder the same questions if they have a shred of thought in their brains. 
Somehow, as a people, we have always known this. Who among us has never 
heard the saying “money doesn’t buy you happiness”? The proverb is universally 
known, and yet so many today are satisfied with a political and economic system 
of government that only focuses only on the material. This vexation of the soul is a 
proof that our system is denying us the very thing that makes us human. 

Recently, I was having a conversation with a friend concerning money, politics, 
and the way things are in general, as is our wont. As the conversation progressed, it 
became clear to me that when discussing the positives and negatives of any 
political system, the conversation always revolved around money and otherwise 
things, the only aim of these conversations ever being what gives you the most of 
it. It occurred to me then that we have been so conditioned to think only of material 
things that the topic of economics means little else to us in the end. I realized that 
this is a very real way in which fascism differs from Communism or Liberalism. 
Communism and Capitalism/Liberalism concern themselves solely with material 
wealth. Fascism, however, has much more in mind. 

Among the many difficulties, fascism’s growth in modernity and America more 
specifically is helping the general population understand that the old way of things 
must pass away. Running the daily rat race just to put food to mouth is neither 
desirable nor is it natural, and yet this is what we as Americans accept as the only 
practicable method of operating a national economy. Indeed, running the rat race 
just to survive is viewed as the acceptable means and end of it all. Not only does 
the established economic mode operate within the confines of this template, but so 
does its counterpart socialism/communism. Both systems are completely consumed 
solely with materialistic concerns. Americans have never known anything else 
outside of these two spheres. It is time for true American fascism to present an 
alternative way of looking at things. 



Real fascists occupy a very awkward position in modern-day America where the 
term fascist is loosely used and flung at opponents as a pejorative by both sides of 
the political spectrum to paint the other side as monstrous totalitarian despotic 
maniacal persons who obviously cannot be given the chance at occupying political 
office, lest the entirety of the American population be marched off to a death camp 
archipelago somewhere due north of the arctic circle in Alaska. Such rhetoric to us 
in truth is in many ways laughable but in many other ways quite disheartening 
because of the lack of intellectual integrity and honesty found in the political 
discourse today which is foisted upon the public, who for some reason or the other, 
by and large still trust politicians whether they say they do or not. Be that as it 
may, it is the playing field we find ourselves on, and it is this game that we must 
shoulder and strong-arm our way into. It is also the public we have to explain to 
that, contrary to what they have been taught their whole lives perhaps there is more 
to life than just running the rat race to survive. Yet, more challenging is making 
them see that it is, in fact, accomplishable in a very real way. The means by which 
this can be accomplished is an economic system we refer to as corporatism. 

To the casual observer this assertion, I have found, comes across as utopian in the 
Marxist sense,, a fairy tale that could never actually work in practice. I would 
immediately reply and submit without even a hint of hesitation just the opposite. 
That corporatism is not only workable in theory but also the most optimal system 
by which the modem economy and industries can be coordinated and administered. 
The current system operates on the basic principles of self interest, the idea being 
that so long as everyone pursues their own interests, then economic Darwinism 
will produce the best businesses and goods and will do so in the most efficient 
manner. To an extent, this is true insofar as it is equitably applied to all persons 
within the economy. We know, however ,that this is not the case and never has 
been. All too often and increasingly so it is the firms who have already amassed the 
most wealth that can use their influence to manipulate laws, regulations, to buy out 
patents when one does come along that could derail their monopoly and many 
other such practices. Thus, we can plainly see that the system does not really 
encourage competition but rather culls it out. Once this tmism is firmly established, 



it is understood that capitalism is a poor system for ensuring the welfare of the 
nation or of anyone really save those who have already cornered a market so to 
speak. The most optimistic and idealistic among us will however, still give the 
system the benefit of the doubt and will reply without fail that capitalism may not 
be perfect but it has pulled more people out of poverty than any other system in the 
history of humankind and that the workers of this country have more things than 
any people ever before in the history of the world. Ignoring the many logical 
fallacies inherent in this argument we could retort that capitalism has also sent 
many more plunging to the depths of poverty than ever before as well. The fact that 
owning more things does not equal wealth can no longer be ignored as a matter of 
fact. Things can only be considered wealth when they take the form of a tangible 
asset. That is a physical thing that either now or in the future will bring the owner 
money. This only exists within the confines of private property as in the type that is 
used to create revenue. The things that the average American owns are neither 
assets nor are they capable of generating revenue. They are by and large a one-time 
expenditure and depreciates over time. Not only are they worthless in generating 
revenue but they cost the buyer on the front end as well. Therefore, they cannot be 
considered an investment. We can plainly see then that this argument by the 
proponent of the capitalist system is a sleight of hand and therefore deserved to be 
treated at some length here. Finally, there is a last-ditch effort to save the face of 
capitalism commonly utilized against its detractors. This argument boiled down to 
the essence of its message goes something like “well it is the best system available 
so suck it up and shut up.” But we ask could it really be the case that a system that 
is so incredibly wasteful and produces such appalling levels of wealth disparity 
really be the best that humankind is capable of though we are made in the image of 
God himself? Is it really the argument of the capitalists to say that it is beyond the 
reach of the greatest country the world has ever known to achieve a more equitable 
and better-coordinated system? When confronted with this question, it will become 
plain that they do not believe it is beyond our reach but that they simply don’t want 
it to be and certainly don’t want the general population to be of the mindset that it 
is. We cannot sit on our hands and blithely accept this poor excuse for an argument 
as fact simply because those benefiting from it the most tells us to. 



With the basic arguments for capitalism effectively defanged we can now turn to 
why it is we have a better system and where it fits into the broader picture of 
economic and sociological designs that Americans are more accustomed to. On 
more than not a few occasions, after having expounded the basic tenets of 
corporatism, the listener who is of a more conservative bent almost always replies 
in knee jerk reaction fashion that it sounds like socialism. Some have gone on to 
ask in what meaningful way it differs from the economic model practiced in the 
former Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. The answer to this question, as with 
anything in the sphere of economics, is a complicated one. However, there are a 
few defining aspects that need examining for our more generalized purposes here. 
The wording that confuses almost everyone unfamiliar with the system we 
advocate for is without a doubt “planned economy”. This dredges up thoughts of 
the old clunky Soviet model. The tertiary issue that compounds this confusion is 
the fact that both fascism and the USSR were authoritarian or illiberal in nature. 
These two likenesses in appearance only tend to confuse the audience and they 
could be forgiven for thinking this. The very cornerstones of corporatism and 
socialism of the Marxist type are however completely different. Once this is 
understood then the rest falls into place. The Soviet Union in many ways ended up 
practicing a form of state capitalism. Even idealistically, communism is much 
different than corporatism. Marxist socialism/communism advocated the abolition 
of private property, and underneath it all this would be the key reason the model 
failed. Because communism abolished private property due to it being the means of 
oppression of the proletariat by the bourgeoisie it had to be held in common i.e. by 
the state. Therefore everything in the economy was planned by the central 
government. As previously stated, fascism also believes in a planned or 
coordinated economy but the aim is to eliminate waste both in materials and in 
labor. Because the communist ideology demands the abolition of private property 
the planning was by bureaucrats. This caused the economy to be slow to adapt and 
unresponsive in general. It is true that in the early days, the planned economy was 
able to reshape Russia from a backward agrarian nation to a heavily industrialized 
and largely modern one in an incredibly short amount of time; the human cost it 
took to accomplish this was in fact abhorrent. For communism, the end always 
justified the means. Fascism, however, saw that the spiritual health of mankind, as 



well as the proper functioning of an economy, required the retention of private 
property so long as it was not used to the detriment of the nation. This tenet along 
with the grouping of industries in corporations or syndicates would allow for 
central coordination by the best and brightest in each industrial walk of national 
economic life and many of the functions usually reserved for the state devolved to 
the corporations to in effect affect industrial self-governance. 

In the end, the implementation of corporatism would realize the full ability of the 
rational human mind to scientifically coordinate the economy in such a way that 
the worker needs no longer fear rationalization in the form of machinery or 
artificial intelligence taking his job. Furthermore, and more importantly, the 
effective coordination of the economy means that the productive forces of society 
could be arranged in such a way that technological advances should never mean 
the laying off of workers but rather a reduction in work hours. In “The Coming 
Corporate State” by A. Raven Thompson, it is here noted that a problem of leisure 
will arise. The problem of leisure must be solved by each corporation, but ideally, 
if all of the nations' needs can be met in the factories and other places of business 
with 6 hours of work, then this leaves the skilled tradesperson time to produce a 
superior product by hand for self benefit. Furthermore, each corporation would 
provide sports teams to be part of and provide exercise facilities. And this is the 
practical crux of how corporatism under the umbrella of fascism is much different 
than capitalism or socialism. As mentioned earlier, these latter two systems only 
care about materialistic matters. Corporatism for fascism is quite different in that 
corporatism is not the means and ends in and of itself but rather is simply the 
means by which an individual may finally free oneself in a real and practical way 
from the worries of simply putting food to mouth. This allows the citizen to finally 
come to his or her full realization as a member of a nation which means nothing 
else than being grafted fully into their community. Corporatism is the means by 
which the individual may be infused into that something that is greater than 
himself. Giving that individual the meaning to life as a social creature. And it is 
exactly this that I spoke of when I said that everyone asks what is the meaning of 
life. The meaning of it in the here and now is to be part of something greater than 
yourself. To partake in what A. Raven Thompson call in “The Coming Corporate 



State” “the great adventure”. What this adventure is the fascist does not pretend to 
know or define unlike the liberal who wants to define everything. Because, to 
define is to limit and the great national adventure will know no limit. 




The Whole Self

"Morality tells us to progress; it tells us we are not concluded in ourselves nor 
perfect, but that there exists a not our self which never does wholly become our 
self. And apart from morality, it is obvious that I and you, this man and the other 
man, are finite beings. We are not one another; more or less we must limit each 
other's sphere; I am what I am more or less by external relations, and I do not fall 
wholly within myself. Thus I am to be infinite, to have no limit from the outside; 
and yet I am one among others, and therefore am finite. It is all very well to tell me 
that in me there is infinity, the perfect identity of subject and object — that I may 






















be willing perhaps to believe, but nonetheless I am finite." 

We admit the full force of the objection. I am finite; I am both infinite and finite 
and that is why my moral life is a perpetual progress. I must progress because I 
have an other which is to be, and yet never quite is, myself; and so, as I am, am in a 
state of contradiction. 

It is not that I wish to increase the mere quantity of my true self. It is that I wish to 
be nothing but my true self, to be rid of all external relations, to bring them all 
within me, and so to fall wholly within myself. 

I am to be perfectly homogeneous; but I cannot be unless fully specified, and the 
question is. How can I be extended so as to take in my external relations? Goethe 
has said, "Be a whole or join a whole, but to that we must answer, "You cannot be 
a whole, unless you join a whole." 

The difficulty is: being limited and so not a whole, how extend myself so as to be a 
whole? The answer is, be a member in a whole. Here your private self, your 
fmitude, ceases as such to exist; it becomes the function of an organism. You must 
be, not a mere piece of, but a member in, a whole, and as this must know and will 
yourself. 

The whole to which you belong specifies itself in the detail of its functions, and yet 
remains homogeneous. It lives not many lives but one life, and yet cannot live 
except in its many members. Just so, each one of the members is alive, but not 
apart from the whole which lives in it. The organism is homogeneous because it is 
specified, and specified because it is homogeneous. 

"But," it will be said, "what is that to me? I remain one member, and I am not other 
members. The more perfect the organism, the more is it specified, and so much the 
intenser becomes its homogeneity. But its 'more' means my 'less.' The unity falls in 
the whole and so outside me; and the greater specification of the whole means the 
making me more special, more narrowed and limited, and less developed within 
myself." 

We answer that this leaves out of sight a fact quite palpable and of enormous 
significance, viz., that in the moral organism the members are aware of themselves, 
and aware of themselves as members. I do not know myself as mere this, against 
something else which is not myself. The relations of the others to me are not mere 



external relations. I know myself as a member; that means I am aware of my own 
function; but it means also that I am aware of the whole as specifying itself in me. 
The will of the whole knowingly wills itself in me; the will of the whole is the will 
of the members, and so, in willing my own function, 1 do know that the others will 
themselves in me. 1 do know again that I will myself in the others, and in them find 
my will once more as not mine, and yet as mine. It is false that the homogeneity 
falls outside me; it is not only in me, but for me too; and apart from my life in it, 
my knowledge of it, and devotion to it, I am not myself. When it goes out my heart 
goes out with it, where it triumphs I rejoice, where it is maimed I suffer; separate 
me from the love of it and I perish. 

No doubt the distinction of separate selves remains, but the point is this. In 
morality the existence of my mere private self, as such, is something which ought 
not to be, and which, so far as I am moral, has already ceased. I am morally 
realized, not until my personal self has utterly ceased to be my exclusive self, is no 
more a will which is outside others' wills, but finds in the world of others nothing 
but self. 

"Realize yourself as an infinite whole" means "Realize yourself as the 
self-conscious member of an infinite whole, by realizing that whole in yourself." 
When that whole is truly infinite, and when your personal will is wholly made one 
with it, then you also have reached the extreme of homogeneity and specification 
in one, and have attained a perfect self-realization. 




Health - physical and mental

I will first discuss health care overall, concentrating on the U.S. I then will provide some 
examples of fallout resulting from the lack of it. 

Health care overall 

Besides water, food, and shelter, health care arguably is the fourth most critical for the survival 
of a species. The first three are sought immediately by a “deserted isle” situation. Ongoing 
health maintenance determines long-term survival. The attention a government pays to the 
health of its citizens often reflects not only its priorities but equally the health of the country, 
itself. While you may legitimately point to the quality of that care as being important, the more 
basic question is whether people have meaningful (including affordable) access to it at all. It is 
almost impossible to avoid the ongoing debate over health care in the world, especially the 
industrialized countries and particularly after the U.S. Presidential debates in 2016. 

The United States is the only industrialized country in the world that does not have a universally 
accessible health care system (List of countries, 2017); yet, U.S. Medical costs per capita are the 
highest in the world (Brink. 2017). Twenty-nine million persons (Barnett and Vomovitsky, 


2016) still remain uninsured (no access) and 45,000 die each year for that lack of access (Kaiser 
Family Foundation, 2016). Go to the Internet and compare how universally accessible health 
care is in various countries. You will find that traditionally-regarded “Third World” countries 
like Mauritius, Seychelles, Trinidad, and Tobago do have universally available health care. 

Then, wonder about the mentality of those who would think that there has to be a debate about 
society's responsibility to provide health care. You put in years of work for your country, even 
paying taxes (as in the Medicare tax), but in the end, you are only fed lies and propaganda about 
how great the country is while being billed by predatory doctors and hospitals. Is it not on the 
same level of thinking that a starving person should be denied food, because of “the economy” 
or there being no universal health care because of “big government”? What price is placed on 
human life? Are the “economy” and antiquated ideologies like “free enterprise” more important 
than the people who need help? Is this not “cart before the horse thinking? To me, it is nothing 
short of predatory, a throwback to cave persons fighting off wolves, bears, and the like. 

What about the Affordable Care Act of 2012? Here, a persuasive case been made that it is a 
giveaway to insurance and pharmaceutical companies (Lenzner, 2013; McCaughey, 2015), 
rather than as the main aim of providing health care. Obamacare was peddled on behalf of the 
insurance company predators and is just another “half pregnant” scam, rather than being a truly 
universally accessible health care programme. Be reminded that the profit motive drives U.S. 
Health care, and it is common for a person to have an initial $100 visit to say “howdy”, followed 
by a visit to treat the problem, assuming the physician is competent. However, it is usual to refer 
a patient to a specialist for work that 100 years ago would be done by a competent country 
doctor. I know; my paternal grandfather was an M.D. Dental “care” is even more egregious, a 
big scam in its own right. Read any trade journal in the field, where these predators play upon 
the narcissism exhibited by the “smile”. Don’t even mention vision care. Search for “cost to 
manufacture glasses frame”, and you'll see the scams, from the monopolies cornering the 
market, to frames sold under a brand name, and frames being made overseas by what amounts to 
slave labor. Divide the price you are paying for a set of eyeglasses, by ten for anything even 
approximating a fair price (which usually is lower than this). The “free enterprise “drive 
so-called U.S. health-care system has other fallout, as well. 

Refusal of governments to mandate phannaceutical development (as in the shortage of vaccines) 
is another deficiency in the health care area, as well as independent testing of pharmaceuticals. 
“FDA reviews the results of laboratory, animal, and human clinical testing done by companies to 
determine if the product they want to put on the market is safe and effective” (About FDA 
Product Approval, 2019). Talk about the wolf guarding the chicken coop! There is a model for 
independent testing. Electrical equipment bears the independent testing of Underwriters 
Laboratories (UL). Pick up a light switch, wall outlet, or other electrical fixture and look for the 
“UL” inside a circle. Go through the Physicians’ Desk Reference or another encyclopedia of 
drug and read the extensive list of side effects. Medicines obviously have benefits, but, 
seriously, are you going to trust the claims of a giant corporation producing those medications 
solely for profit? As the World Health Organization indicates, the mythological “invisible hand” 



of “market forces” (as opposed to peoples' health) drives the supply. 

Research “World Health Organization demand drives supply of pharmaceuticals”, and you will 
discover that including profiteers (euphemistically called “partners”) is a “necessary” part of the 
medicine supply process. Liberal democratic regimes would rather have big business predators 
supply critical vaccines, rather than their stepping up to the plate and either ordering them to 
develop these medicines or producing them themselves (Benes, 2016). 

Demographics will increasingly drive the need for health care, and the 19 th -century ideology of 
predatory economics can only exacerbate substance abuse, nutritional deficiency, and mental 
health problems in the population. For me, profiteers are not my partners. 

Yes, a word should be said about a person's responsibility to maintain good health by 
maintaining a good diet, not smoking, getting exercise, and so forth. All the health care 
availability will not be sufficient to correct basic problems brought on by a person’s negligence. 
We have to ask why a person does not care for her/himself and why. Here is an example of the 
interdependence of problems and feedback effect. Social stress, such as unemployment, poor 
living conditions, and inadequate schooling contribute to one's “self-medication” (substance 
abuse) or other stress-relieving measures (smoking, hazardous recreation (“thrill seeking”), and 
disordered eating (obesity and anorexia nervosa)). These activities, in turn, can contribute to 
poor health, which exacerbates the condition giving rise to more stress initiating these activities. 
As a spin-off, the very shallow fashion model world has a disproportionate share of anorectics. 
The question here is why this world commands so much admiration; what is the value system 
underlying it? Part of a universally accessible health care program is integrating preventive 
medicine, such as reaching out to persons in an organized and systematic way, as well as 
forcefully coupling with schools in building in mandated health care training into curriculums 
not only at the elementary level but through high school. 

In comparison to the rest of the world, the various U.S. regimes that have been in power have 
not cared about universal access for the people (Senthilingam, 2017), at least to the extent of 
legislating that it be universally accessible. That decision makers have to debate that people 
should have this access, regardless of material circumstances, raises the question of whether 
those wishing to deny that access adhere to a predatory, or Social Darwinistic view of society, 
something we'll cover in a later chapter. The decision-makers of a country that spends $2.5 
billion per destroyer (Destroyer classes, 2017), eight billion dollars for an aircraft carrier (Gerald 
R, Ford, 2017), or, up to 2011 3.7 trillion dollars for the wars in Afghanistan, Pakistan, and Iraq 
(Trotta, 2013) are met by: 

• NHE [National Health Expenditure] grew 5.8% to $3.2 trillion in 2015, or $9,990 per 
person, and accounted for 17.8% of Gross Domestic Product (GDP). 

• Medicare spending grew 4.5% to $646.2 billion in 2015, or 20 percent of total NHE. 

(CMS, 2017) 

In 2008 Joseph Stiglitz (fonner chief economist of the World Bank and Nobel Prize winner in 
Economics) and Professor Linda J. Bilmes (Daniel Patrick Moynihan Senior Lecturer in Public 
Policy Harvard University) said that the Iraq war, alone cost three trillion dollars. (Financial cost 
of the Iraq war, 2018). And, what about that 700 billion dollars U.S. war budget? Mr. Trumps 



want to make it an even % of a billion dollars. 

This does not stop the U.S. Government from spending $31,977.65 ($87.61 per day) to 
incarcerate 185,333 inmates (Prisons Bureau, 2017). When you consider the over two million 
persons incarcerated in the United States, this starts adding up to billions of dollars per year, $. 
63,954,000,000 to be quite precise (Ibid.). 

You will find apologists for this predatory system on three fronts. Government care is 
inefficient, there already is social security, and welfare is available. The “free enterprisers” 
constantly call attention to how socialist medicine is fraught with bureaucracy and 
inaccessibility (as in long lines waiting for services). My first answer here is that many people 
simply do not have access to health care, 45,000 dying each year because they can't even get to a 
hospital. Then, search for “US health care most inefficient” and related phrases, and you’ll see 
the second answer to this question. 

How about social security and Medicare? Let me dispense with this canard right now. All 
seniors are on Medicare and they have free access to a hospital - good start. But, there are two 
parts to this scam. Merely being in a hospital does not get you well. You need doctors. For 
“Plan B” in getting medical treatment, the social security recipient often has to pay $134. Read 
all about it in Medicare.gov “Medicare costs at a glance”. Try this on your meager monthly 
social security check ($1400 average, according to the US Social Security Administration in 
April 2018 - See: “OASDI Beneficiaries by State and ZIP Code, 2017”.) to get treatment, BUT, 
only 80%. Then, there are deductibles for which the retiree is responsible. With age come 
health problems, and it does not take a mental giant to calculate that paying 20% of a $100,000 
medical bill ($20,000) is not going to help a $1400 a month budget. We’re not finished yet, 
though. The second part of the Medicare scam is the other 20%, and you can go to one of the 
predators, private insurance companies to pick this up - if you want to pony up another $50. So, 
we have $180 or so pulled out of your $1400. Now, has anyone of the geniuses who concocted 
this inadequate health care ever calculated living costs? Can you name any place where food, 
housing, personal necessities, transportation, and clothing can be had for under $1400 a month? 
Remember, $1400 is average, many poor persons getting only receiving a few hundred dollars 
and being left in the dust. “Welfare”, the right-wingers will scream. Not so, as there is the 
“notch group”, as they call it in Arizona (and probably elsewhere). To qualify for welfare 
(depending on the State in which you reside), you get just enough social security to be at or 
below the poverty line, thus disqualifying you. As an exercise, go to the U.S. Census Bureau 
and look at the average “poverty threshold” for 2017 (Here, you don't have to go to the trouble 
of looking it up: 

https://www.census.gov/data/tables/time-series/demo/income-povertv/historical-povertvthreshol 

ds.html ) and observe $11,756 (no kids - ask how many seniors have a child living with them). 
Get your trusty calculator out and multiply $1400 by 12 (months). When I do it, I get $16,800. 
Even with the $180 deducted, we have $1220, and this times 12 is $14,640. That is, the average 
person on social security is not eligible for welfare. Oh well, you always can get out the tin cup, 
monkey, and crank organ. Untreated dental problems can quickly lead to ones affecting the 
whole body. With the eyes, it should be obvious that comprised vision can endanger the person. 




Health care also means tending to mental disorders. 


Psychological and intellectual limitations 

In general, mental health issues have been on the rise, such as anxiety disorders, sleep problems, 
and eating disorders. Antioch University on 3 March 2017 reported (giving peer-reviewed 
sources or official U.S. Government documentation): 

According to survey data released by the National Survey on Drug Use and Health, Nearly 20% 
of the adult population reportedly suffer from some mental illness. The prevalence of 
adult Americans suffering from severe mental illness is estimated at 4.6%, or 10.4 
million people. 

Mental illness is the leading cause of disability in the U.S. . It’s reported that approximately 

20% of young people will suffer from a mental disorder that inhibits daily functioning at 
some point in their lives. (Antioch University On Line (2017) Note, even this reports 
reverts to 2012 data (NSDUH, 2017). 

More and more, we are seeing violence perpetrated by persons who otherwise would be under 
psychiatric supervision or institutionalized. In a shockingly dated report (2012), the U.S. 

Centers for Disease Control (CDC) reported that 7.6% of persons over 12 years of age 
experienced depression in any two week period, a figure that would be considered serious for 
any other disorder. According to the U.S. National Institute of Mental Health, “In 2015, an 
estimated 16.1 million adults aged 18 or older in the United States had at least one major 
depressive episode in the past year. This number represented 6.7% of all U.S. adults” (NIMH, 
2015). In CDC terms, this is an epidemic. While you are at it, check out the autism spectral 
disorder cases (CDC - autism, 2019). Besides mental health problems existing in the general 
population, the U.S. Prisons may be considered the largest of mental institutions, most inmates 
with mental health issues that placed them there (Mentally ill in prisons, 2017). 

It can be disastrous enough to for a population to have increasing mental health problems 
(Twenge, 2015), but when a leader of a country that arguably is the most powerful in the world 
has mental health issues then world stability is compromised. Mental instability at the highest 
levels of government did not cease with the deaths of Caligula and Nero. Dr. Bandy Lee (2017), 
Assistant Clinical Professor of Psychiatry at Yale School of Medicine, is editor of a book The 
Dangerous Case of Donald Trump in which she and 27 mental health care professionals 
contributed articles supporting a call for a mental health evaluation of Mr. Donald Trump to 
determine whether he should continue to remain in office as chief executive of one of the world's 
most powerful countries. A number of incidents prompted this call, such as Trump’s 
impulsiveness and verbal outbursts of rage against world leaders, sports figures, and even 
members of his own party. 

Now, I will throw a sop to the academics who can be real cowards when it comes to social 
action. Assessing Trump's mental state is not the same as a diagnosis, as the American 
Psychiatric Association, as well as the American Psychological Association, proscribes mental 
health diagnosis except when the professional does it in person. This code reflects the 



"Goldwater Rule", named after the ultra-reactionary Senator Barry Goldwater running for U.S. 
presidential office in 1964 and floating nuclear war as a policy option. Again, here is an 
example of not owning a problem. You have an impending emergency, but you do not have the 
courage to lend your expertise in at least advising those who do have the power to act. Of 
course, any fool should know that you have to have an in-person diagnosis of a problem, but at 
least s/he knows a problem exists. Are you going to let a tumor grow right in front of your very 
eyes and just wonder? From the Oval office down to the homeless bum sleeping on a park 
bench, mental disorder seems to be endemic to the whole country. 

As will be seen in Chapter 9 - The social brain, intelligence is multifaceted, mental functioning 
being coupled with physical health. So, let us look at this chain carefully: poor social conditions 
- poor physical health - poor mental health - poor diet - compromised intellectual ability - poor 
selection of leaders (often corrupt) - poor social conditions. Looks like a circle, doesn't it? 

Substance abuse 

From thousands of years ago to the present psychoactive recreational substances (including 
alcohol) have been used by humans (Crocq, 2007). Mainstream media teems daily with 
accounts of substance abuse and its social effects, “substances” generally referring to 
conscious-altering chemicals and natural organisms (plants and fungi). Definitions of 
“recreational drugs” have in common the fact that non-prescribed medications, mind-altering 
substances, and other chemicals are taken voluntarily (original source in parentheses after each 
definition): 

• “Any substance with phannacological effects that is taken voluntarily for personal 
pleasure or satisfaction rather than for medicinal purposes. The term is generally applied 
to alcohol, barbiturates, amphetamines, THC, PCP, cocaine, and heroin but also includes 
caffeine in coffee and cola beverages (Mosby's Medical Dictionary, 9th edition. 2009, 
Elsevier.).” 

• “Substance abuse Any agent-most have significant psychotropic effects-used without 
medical indications or prescription in the context of social interactions-eg, parties” 
(McGraw-Hill Concise Dictionary of Modern Medicine, 2002 by The McGraw-Hill 
Companies, Inc.). !■ “A drug used for enjoyment rather than for a medical purpose” 
(Medical Dictionary, 2009 Farlex and Partners). 

The U.S. Controlled Substances Act (CSA) of 2017 simply lists the substances that are banned. 
The CSA says “The tenn "controlled substance" means a drug or other substance, or immediate 
precursor, included in schedule I, II, III, IV, or V of part B of this subchapter. The term does not 
include distilled spirits, wine, malt beverages, or tobacco, as those terms are defined or used in 
subtitle E of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986. —21 U.S.C. § 802(6)”. 

Overall, drug use is on the rise. A search for “U.S. heroin epidemic” and related phrases will 
display thousands of articles telling how heroin use was on the rise through 2018. Also, look up 
“fentanyl”. “Prescription drug abuse is the Nation’s fastest-growing drug problem. While there 
has been a marked decrease in the use of some illegal drugs like cocaine, data from the National 
Survey on Drug Use and Health (NSDUH) show that nearly one-third of people aged 12 and 



over who used drugs for the first time in 2009 began by using a prescription drug 
non-medically” (National Survey, 2017). 

A direct correlation can be made between the rise of prison populations in the United States 
and drug related crimes. Half of all prisoners are in prison for substance abuse crimes, with 
half having mental health issues. Further: 

• 80 percent of offenders abuse drugs or alcohol. 

• Nearly 50 percent of jail and prison inmates are clinically addicted. 

• Approximately 60 percent of individuals arrested for most types of crimes 
test positive for illicit drugs at arrest. (NADCP,2017) 

A search for “war on drugs a failure” (De Carvahlo, 2016) will present literally millions of 
pages of articles, studies, and comments from science organizations, sociology organizations, 
human rights groups, and legal organizations, among others. The following speaks for itself: 

Deaths from drug overdoses jumped by the largest margin ever recorded in US history in 2016, 
according to preliminary data compiled by the New York Times. While the precise 
number will not be available until December due to the months it takes to certify an 
overdose death, the Times estimates that in 2016 more than 59,000 people died from drug 
overdoses, a 19 percent increase from 2015. (Leigh, 2017) 

Some major reasons why people use drugs can be summarized by: 

• propensity to addiction 

• unemployment - profit from drugs 

• mental health issues 

• alienation - psychological 

• narcissism 

• continuation of prescription painkillers 

• Heroin and methamphetamine use in Appalachia as an example. 

As in so many areas, unless reasons are identified and effective programs are created and 
directed to those causes, the problem will mount, draining resources and ruining lives. One call 
has been to treat substance abuse as a health problem, but this is only a partial response, given 
the other reasons for substance abuse, such as alienation and unemployment. Too, good health 
is dependent upon the country having a universally-accessible health care system, (including 
mental, dental, and vision) which the United States -one of the most advanced industrialized 
countries in the world, as was documented above, does not. Good luck on this one. 

As somewhat of an aside to this discussion and for health care in general, about 70% of persons 
in the U.S. take prescription drugs (Mayo Clinic, 2013). We may ask not only of the underlying 
causes, such as heart conditions and being overweight, but why these conditions exist. Part of 
the substance abuse results from prescribing painkillers freely. Then, ask why there is so much 
pain? 




Nutritional compromise 


This comes in the form of at least two basic areas: dietary quality and simply not enough food. 
The former is reflected in obesity rates and disease (Global Burden of Disease, 2017). The U.S. 
National Institute of Health says that in the U.S.: 

• More than 2 in 3 adults are considered to be overweight or obese. 

• More than 1 in 3 adults are considered to be obese. 

• More than 1 in 20 adults are considered to have extreme obesity. 

• About one-third of children and adolescents ages 6 to 19 are considered to be 
overweight or obese. 

• More than 1 in 6 children and adolescents ages 6 to 19 are considered to be obese. 
Where: 


■ “Overweight” refers to an excess amount of body weight that may come from 
muscles, bone, fat, and water. 


■ Obesity refers to an excess amount of body fat. 


(Overweight and obesity, 2017) 


The New England Journal of Medicine in an article, “Health Effects of Overweight and Obesity 
in 195 

Countries over 25 Years” reported 6 July 2017 about the “rising pandemic of obesity” in the 
world, that “Since 1980, the prevalence of obesity has doubled in more than 70 countries and has 
continuously increased in most other countries”. 

Besides the immediate toll taken on the individual, being overweight increases the probability of 
heart disease, diabetes, cancer, and organ malfunction, thus placing greater stress on the health 
care system and reducing productivity. 

As to dietary deficiency, “one in nine people worldwide still do not have enough to eat” (World 
Food Programme, 2017) has implications for mental compromise. In the United States, reducing 
access to food stamp invites more malnutrition. Poor nutrition not only produces immediate 
consequences of suffering but there are long-range consequences for society as a whole. It has 
long been known that protein and vitamin deficiencies impede brain development in children 
(Black, 2008; Holden, 2012; Nyaradi et al, 2013). This is to say that the greater the prevalence 
of poor diet, the greater opportunity there is for burgeoning populations of individuals with 
cognitive deficiencies, necessitating at least a reactive response from social institutions. In 
otherwise, to put it more bluntly, because of government neglect, there may be emerging among 
us a society of mentally deficient persons. 

Without a universally accessible health care system and with the environment becoming 
increasingly complex to the point where the average person may not be able to cope 
successfully, ask how mental health compromise will affect the social environment.

Threat to our planet and the human species 

Black Friday and Cyber Monday have come to a close, and controversial issues 
facing the world, and us in the USA, are bubbling back onto our front pages 



replacing the big ads. Some of these issues present Greta Thunberg and her 
“Gretino” school strike movement, Congresswoman Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez 
(AOC) and her Green New Deal. These are two developments we have seen 
recently that focus on climate change and its disastrous effect on our planet. While 
both are admirable in an effort to put shoulder to wheel and move things ahead on 
climate change, they both also miss the fundamental aspect that is driving climate 
change and is indeed the biggest threat to our planet and the human species: 
globalization. Instead of talking about the real issue in this country, we see Fox 
News raising concerns over plastic straws, losing access to Big Macs, and 
sweeping government regulation turning us into a Socialist dystopia due to efforts 
to combat climate change. We are reacting to what is happening in our world, and 
it's causing us to lose. 

If Greta Thunberg and her student climate activists exist, protest, and speak out 
about the climate it does not mean that the problems of our environment are fake 
news. Many in America routinely react to issues identified on the news, whether it 
comes from Fox News, MSNBC, or CNN. Rather than shaping a view on issues 
facing us based on scientific evidence and truth, many would rather let emotions 
heat up and react to positions taken by those they disagree with based on political 
identity, or in the case of Greta and her student movement, their age. Important 
issues must be put into focus, and action must be taken to do the right thing, for by 
the time one reacts, then the initiative already belongs to someone else. And herein 
lies the point: there is a real threat to us all that drives climate change whilst 
destroying cultures and families, causing suicide and drug use to climb in the US, 
and cementing modern-day slavery we know as human trafficking. 


Its name is: Globalization 

Senator Elizabeth Warren says that climate change is an existential threat, and 
indeed if worst-case scenarios come true, then it would fundamentally alter 
humankind. However, the wheels of destruction to our planet took root over a 
century ago as capitalism rose from the ashes of monarchic ancien regimes and 



their aristocratic mercantilist economies. Today we live in a 50 Cent world, one 
where it’s all about [insert catchy rap beat in the background] “Get rich or die 
tryin”. Families are torn apart. Loving friends and family members capitulate to 
drug use and suicide. Culture is considered oppression. 

Advocates will say globalization has helped drive down prices of goods, allowing 
even the poor to have access to all kinds of goods not previously available to them. 
Yes, and at what cost? Inequality has exploded as the poor continue to get poorer 
while fighting to keep their heads above the rising poverty line that rises faster than 
the poor can keep up with. Is it worth it to flood our market with cheap goods in 
return for the eradication of natural resources, handing over political decisions to 
mega-corporations, and to see millions pulled into human trafficking to help meet 
the demand of labor and pleasure? Surely one does not need to go into deep 
thought to appropriately answer such questions. We must take a hard and serious 
look at what our economic actions mean to each other. 

What is the actual point of all of this? It is that the pulpit from which Greta’s (and 
Senator Warren’s, etc.) doomsday preaching arrives is that of unfettered 
capitalism. Here is the great bluff of the "Gretino" movement: the planet will not 
be saved by the multinational corporations, by the Kardashians, by students, or 
even by the United Nations. Certainly, we don’t expect that this type of society can 
impose a real turning point on burdensome issues such as uncontrollable garbage, 
stripping of rural areas, pollution of waterways, intensive exploitation of natural 
resources, and massive urbanization? How can we, on the lower rungs of influence 
in society, make any real difference when we let Black Friday ads and social 
pressure talk us into ruinous debt? 


A national spirit for something of real value 

We need an absolute paradigm shift as a people; if we want our ecosystems, like 
our nations, to shine and live vibrantly, then we must make changes and adopt a 
national spirit that does not react to consumer ads and the marketing of 



multinational corporations. It has to be a spirit that stands for those next to us, our 
friends and family, and those in our workplace and community over the latest 
fashion and instagram trend. 

Many activists claim that humans are foreign to the environment; some say that we 
are a living threat to it. I disagree. In reality, we are part of the environment, and 
with balance we can improve ourselves and those around us, including this 
beautiful world. However, to find this balance we must preserve humanity from the 
risk of extinction which Senator Warren and some scientists claim, not simply due 
to a changing climate but the barbaric tide that is globalization. This globalization 
that both left and right (Democrats, Socialists, Republicans, etc) champion while 
paying lipservice to attacking the symptoms, not its causes. We must band together 
as a people to save our values and identity and not bow to becoming just another 
commodity on the market of mega-corporations. We must save our identity from 
censorship, from the dictatorship of political correctness. It must be saved through 
institutions of a strong society, such as the family, work, health, education, social 
security, and welfare for those dealt a harsh hand in life, which are currently being 
progressively eliminated because they are incompatible with maximizing profit or 
are attacked by the more well off among us.
